This 
is a clear Proof, that Regard both may 
and muſt be had, to the different Value 
of Money, at different Times; and that 
the Founders viſible Intention is better an- 
ſwered by ſuch Regard, than it would be 
by a ſtrict and obſtinate Adherence to the 
bare Letter of the Statut. 
This Inconvenience (you may poſſi- 
bly object) will follow, from departing 
from the preſent Value of a Pound, and 
having regard to what it was formerly; 
namely, That hereby too great a Liberty 
will be taken in Oaths of this Nature: 
Some will be apt to run the Matter too 
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high, and ( by' reaſon of the uncertainty II 
we are in, what Proportion a Pound at N/* 
preſent bears to a Pound in H. VI. time) 
may pretend to keep their Fellowſhip, 
with an Eſtate of great Value.
